The violation of the will of the people 
in the elevation of Mr. Hayes to the 
executive office is directly and 
solely traceable. to Grant's 
course in defending at the point of the 
bayonet the rascalities of the Kellogg 
government from its inception down 
to its crowning villainy in 1876.

tion. He assumed the >ffice of presi- 
dent ata time whenthe country was 
never more prosperous, at a time when 
the republican party was never s‘ropg- 
er, and atatime when the eivil service, 
bad as it was,wasinfinitely better than 
it now is. He retires from the oftice of 
presidentat a time when the popular 
vote shows a majority of a quarter of a 
million against the republican party, 
when its commerce and industry are 
paralyzed, and when corruption and 
extravagance make the history of the 
civil service.

MR. aver A A GARALSON's LETTER. 


We print in another colamn from 
the Augusta Ohronicle and Sentinel ct 
the 24 inst. a very remarkable letter 
over the signature of Mr. Hugh A. 
Haralson, of thisaity. Itiseasy to see 
that Mr. Hafalsow’s attack on Governor 
Colquitt is the result of disappointment 
in pot securing some office in the gov- 
ernor’s gift to wuich the young gentle- 
man thinks he ic entitled. If this ex- 
pression of disappointment were all that 
the letter contained, it woald not 
be worth our while to reproduce it, 
but it will-be seen that Mr. Haralson, 
in the course of his communicatior, 
meskes intimations which will give rise 
to a. desire on the part of the public to 
discover his real’meaning. The simple 
fact that the young gentleman who 
temporarily acted as warrant clerk is a 
son-in-law of the present state treas- 
urer is no reason why Gov. Colquitt 
should be arraigned for making the 
appointment. But if the appoint- 
ment was made from improper 
motives, then Mr. Haralson 
would be justified in severely criticis- 
ing and denouncing it. The vague in- 
timations in the communication, how- 
ever, in. respect to this matter amount 
to nothing mere than insinuations. 
Mr. Howell C. Jackson, who, for a short 
period filled the post of warrant clerk, 
is a gentleman wio would scorn to take 
an office tendered for any other rea 
sons than his competency to fill if, and 
we, are of the opinion that his teimpo- 
rary appointment to the position was 
quite as satustactory to the state and 
equally as safe as if Mr. Haralson himself 

received the appointment. If the 
intimation of Mr. Haralson means thai 
this place was given to Mr. Jackson 
through: any improper motive, it is 
due, not only to all parties concernsd 
but to the people of the state, that the 
charge be m de specific in order that 
justice may be dcne. 

If, as is clearly intimated in Mr. Har. 
alson’s letter, Governor Colquitt 
has appointed men te of- 

to whom (or to whose 
personal friends) he ie under pecuniary 
obligations, his conduct is highly cul- 
pable; but chaiges of this kind against 
a high official should not be made by 
intimation and innuendo. ‘bey should 
be specific and to the point, in order 
that, if there is culpability, the matter 
should be investigated and all the 
facts brought out. Who is 
the banker . alluded to by 
Mr. Haralson? ands who is the 
prominent man in northwest Georgia? 
Who did they tiame tor office? These 
are questions tat naturally suggest 
themselves to those who -read the. 
communication which we are com- 
menting upon. Mr. Haralson’s per- 
sonal grievances and disappointments 
are of little interest to the publie, but 
if the intimations contained im his 
letter “ are’ based on facts, tlien 
- = proper that it. 
should ‘have teen written, and 
its. publication is timely; if it bas for 
its basis the .disappointment of Mr. 
Haralson in not receiving an appoint- 


merely the result of his chagrin and 
spleen, we think it would have been 
better, far better for him and for the 
state had he brooded over his faxcied 
wrongs in silence.

All this 
and mitch more was poured into the 
listening ears of the negro as he loiter- 
edi by the weyside, and it came to pass 
that a fe lixg of coldness sprung up 
between the ‘colored people and those 
who had be»n‘their best friends, and 
thereafter, when they wanted advice, 
they flocked to the slees-tengued 
knaye who bore his fortune, as well as 
his wardrobe in the convenient “ grip- 
sack,” or carjyel-bag, the name of which 
was afterwards and is now used to des- 
ignate a special and unique sort of 
villainy. 

Thus the years passed, Every day wi- 
dened the breach between the negro and 
his friend; anal the former, with his en- 
tire family, fell readily and easily into 
the snares laid for his feet by the 
carpet-baggess, so that, in the order of 
things, the cslored people came to de- 
pend upon -their former owners for 
their meat arid bread, and upon their 
friends, the carpet-baggers, for their 
politics. Voting pereistently and sys- 
tematica:ly against the best interests of 
themselves aad their southern friends, 
the blacks came to be looked upon as 
enemies, The white people began to 
withdraw their patronage and support, 
and finalftv is grew to be the settled 
pclicy of souherners to employ as few 
negroes as passible, and only those who

vative in their views. ‘This policy 
has no déoubt brought about 
considerable inconvenience, if not suf- 
fering. In Georgia the negroes, under 
the advice of their leaders set their 
faces westward, and hundreds and 
thousands, chnging to the ideas preach- 
ed by the carpet-baggers, found peace, 
and rest, anel death in the disease 
smitten lowlaads of Arkansas and Mis- 
sissip pi. 

Experience is a great teacher, and 
we are glad t# know, that the colored 
people are gradually learning their po- 
litical lessons anew. In Gecrgia the 
dawn of the.truth upon their uncul- 
tured minds resulted in the extraordi- 
nary majority of eighty-one thousand 
for Governor: Colquitt, and the day is 
not far distan; when they will entirely 
cut loose fro: the treasonable teach- 
ings ths  carpet-baggers. in 
that event, the white people 
of the south will once more become 
their protectgrs—and that they will 
need protectoys no one who has stud- 
ied the politizal problems that now 
vex uscan d4ubt. Even now there 
aresymptoms: that the radicals are 
growing heajtily sick of negro suffrage. 
They see that: this g-eat power, con- 
ferred in the:most untimely and ill-

negro. Indeed, the suggestion has al- 
ready been made by leading radicals, 
and we have ro sort of doubt that be- 
fore the close of the administration ol 
Hayes the movement to recali the 
political rights conferred upon the 
negro will be under full headway. To 
whom then wiiji the unfortunate race 
jook for aid, arid comfort, and protec- 
tion, if not tc’ the south? To whom 
will they turn for consolation, if not to 
their southern jriends? U pon the whole, 
the negro ocewpies a peculiar position 
in our politics, and we verily believe 
that upon his affiliation with the 
southern democracy depends his safety 
in the future—a~nd if he has an idea 
that this opinian is expressed merely 
for the parpose of winning him from 
bis idol of radicalism, why, when the 
time comes, let; him turn to his friend, 
the carpet-bagyer fur relief.

audierce with them in a great storm of 
delight. After the concert the emper- 
orand @mpress, with the Prince , a 
perial, came to Adelina ana eompli- 
mented herin the kindest manner. 

The emperor said it would affurd him 
great hapniness to learn that she had 
made Pais her home, never to leave it 
again. Sie has alreaav been five sea- 
sons in Paris at this time. As the im- 
perial party were leaving, an ecayer 
who stocd behind them, after adding 
his compliments in a very enthusiastic 
manner, effered to escort Adelina to 
ber carriage. This gentleman was the 
Marquis de Caux.a descendant of one 
ef the few old noble French families 
who had becom. reconciied to th 
empire 
: Pr then, this was their first meet- 
in 

Mr, Strakoech— Yes, and it was fol- 
lowed by asecond meeting sooner than 
[ expected. It was the next afternoon 
@ 2 o'clock. The marquis came with 
. splendid pair of diamond earrings— 
a present for Adelina from the emperor 
—and a superb bracelet, the gift of ts 
empress, neither of whom, the Mercula 
said, could suffer a day to pass betore 
sending Adelina some toxen of their 
appreciation of her beautiful singing. 

“Didthe marquis then make any 
professions of regard on his own ac- 
connt ?” 

Mr. Strakosch—He behaved, then, 
and for sume months thereafter, with 
éxquisite politeness; but he did not 
show to Adelina, te her father or tu 
moe that this was promvied by avy 
other feeling than the most disinter- 
ested admiration for her. Curious 
as it may seem, thus early in their 
acquainiance,in spite of the kindest at- 
tentions, the flowers and gallantries he 
showered upon her, she conceived for 
him aa antipathy almost invincible, 
and it was with difficulty that her 
fatber or myself could pursuade her 
to receive him when hecalled. The 
marquis—although most other men 
might have been discouraged—helped 
by the representations of a lady com- 
panion of Adelina, who was always by 

er side, persisted in his attentions, 
and layed his siege so well that alter 
many struggles. he succeeded in remov- 
ing her repugnance 30 him. With this 
ice onee brekea, the marquis con. 
trived, in one wey or argother, to be 
ever by her side. If she drove on the 

Bois de Boulogne and stopped her car- 
tiage to take a little promenade, he 

would be sure to be on the same prom- 
enade, and would find a way to ap- 
proach her. When she was invited to 

a ball or a dinner party, er went to the 

Theatie Francais, somehow he mana- 
ged to be there too, as if by chance. 

De Caux is a very eloquent conver- 
sationalist, an excellent horseman and 
aD incomparable dancer. Adelina’s 
companion, the friend of DeOaux, was 
always ready to point out these good 
qualities and dwell upon them in terms 
of the highest praise. After awhile 
these constant attentions of the mar- 
quis to Adelina came to be spoken of 
w good deal by the fashionable society 
of the gay capital, and every one said 
that it meant that something was going 
to happen ~-every one but those who 
should first know of such an event, 
myself and her father. Finally there 
appeared a paragraph in a Paris paper 
to the effect that Adelina and the mar- 
quis were engaged. 

Now I could not express to you the 
outcry and indignation this paragraph 
elicited. Adietina had then a great 
many admirers ia Paris, and had three 
different offers of marriage, and all 
brilliant eff rs too. All cf them she 
declined in succession, intimating that 
she desired to live only for her art. 
Somehow everybody desired that she 
should continue single. When asked 
about the rumored engagement to De 
Caux, Adelina contradicted the report 
in the most indignant manner. We 
then left Paris for London, where one 
fine day the marquis arrived “on a 
visit for a few days,” as he said, in ex- 
planation of his presence. Then we 
left for Baden-Baden, and here again 
the marquis came “for a few days” 
more. From this point we returned to 
Paria, where the marguis was, of 
course, at home. 

“When do you think she determined 
on marriage ?” 

Mr. Strakosch—I think it must have 
been some time in the month of Jan- 
uary, 1866. Then Adelina again sang 
at the court concert in Paris, and the 
empress approached her and spoke to 
her in Spanish, She hisivegned ber as 
Querida Adelina, and asked: Are you 
not tired of being single? Why ‘lon’t 
you marry?” and then and there told 
her she ought to marry the Marquis de 
Caux. This, I think, was the turning 

int in his favor. From that moment 

believe;Adelina ente: tained some idea 
of a marriage. All her friends endeav- 
ored to dissuade her from such a step, 
however; but the eloquence of the 
marquis preyailed, aided by his faithful 
lady friend, who was the comyanio: of 

Adelina. Soon after he had a furmal 
engagemernt, of which Adelina informed 
her father and myself—but only after 
the engagement had been made. Now 
began all the terrible stories about de 
Caux which have circulated all over 
Eurepe, and which have been far from 
flaitering. 

“How did these stories affect her 
vhen ?” 

Mr. Strakosch—You can easily im- 
agine how the father of Mile. Patti and 
myself were affected by them. Of 
course we did everything possible to 
to persuade Adelina to break off the 
engagement. 

“And did you then succeed ?” 

Mr. Strakosch—Yes, it was broken, 
for Adelina had become frightened al- 
most to death at what the people said 
about DeCaux. she was just then oc- 
cupied studying a new opera, and all 
absorbed with it, and seemed to be only 
too happy to be off with the engage 
ment. 

“But it was assumed again ?” 

Mr. Strakosch—Yes, and it would be
